‘But certainly not,’ Hecht de- 
murred. ‘I'd rather do a movie any- 
time than a stage play—it’s far more 
fun. We were considered two screw- 
balls when we were working out at 
Astoria, because we played back- 
gammon on the set and didn't hold 
conferences in our office every lunch 
hour. The reason we didn't hold 
conferences was because we couldn't 
get into our office—it was always 
packed with the strangest looking 
people, and the reason we played 
backgammon on the set was because 
it gave us an added interest in our 
work!

Plenty in His Suit 


The earnings of officers and direc- 
tors of LLoew’s, Inc., since 1936 were 
closer to $50,C00,000, instead of the 
estimated $32,000,000, set by Bernard 
Epstein, minority stockholder, in his 
injunction suit filed Monday in N. Y. 
supreme court. Epstein demands the 
return of alleged excessive salaries 
and bonuses paid to the top execs to 
th2 corporation and the stockholders. 
Throuzh his attorney, Emi) K. Ellis, 
the plaintiff yesterday (Tuesday) 
withdrew a motion for a temporary 
injunction pending trial for a per- 
manent stay when former Judge 
Joseph M. Proskauer agreed to Ellis’ 
request for an early trial. Judge 
Peter Schmuck directed the attor- 
neys to submit a request to have the 
case placed on the April trial calen- 
dar 

Plaintiff seeks to have the court 
stop the defendant officers and di- 
rectors from paying themselves extra 
bonuses and commissions during the 
next five vears as ratified at the an- 
nual stockholders’ meeting last week. 
Also that more than $30,000,000 col- 
lected by the corporation's officials 
since 1926 be returned to the cor- 
poration and the stockholders. 

Basing his figures on the 1937 
earnings of the corporation, Epstein 
in his affidavit estimates that 14 ex- 
ecutives will receive approximately 
$4,712,400 in salaries and bonuses for 
the coming year under the ‘personal 
service agreement. Of this amount, 
he fizures, $2,234,400 will be paid in 
salaries and $2,478,000 in compensa- 
tions. Louis B. Mayer, the plaintiff 
estimates, will receiv a total of 
$956,000: Dave Bernstein, $284,000; J. 
Robert Rubin, $264,000; Mervin Le 
Roy, $330,000; Arthur Loew, $332,000; 
Joe Schenck, $430,000; Hunt Strom- 
berg, $380,000: Edgar J. Mannix, 
$316,000: Al Lichtman, $276,000; Ber- 
nard Hyman, $249,000; Sam Katz, 
$324,000; Harry Rapf, $154,400; L. A. 
Weingarten. $196,000, and Benjamin 
Thau, $171.000. 

Epstein is the holder of only 10 
shares of preferred and 13 shares of 
the corporation’s common stock, 

The defendants named in the ac- 
tion are the corporation itself, Nicho- 
las M. Schenck, David Bernstein, 
Louis B. Mayer. J. Robert Rubin, 
Isidore Frey, Leopold Friedman. 
John R. Hazel, George M. Armsby, 
William A. Parker, William A. Phil- 
Ilys, Charles C. Moskowitz and David 
Warfield. 

The complaint states that in 1924 
Loew's entered into an agreement 
with Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Pictures 
Corp. and Mayer, Rubin and the late 
Irving Thalberg, for their services, 
the contract to expire next Decem- 
ber. As result, it is alleged, Mayer, 
Rudin and Thalberg received over 
$16.000.000 in bonuses and commis- 
sions besides $5,000,000 in salaries. 
Sums paid other executives under 
similar contracts brought the total 
expenditure to over $32,000,000 dur- 
ing the period. 

It is also claimed by the plaintiff 
that the corporation in December. 
1932, granted Mayer, Rubin, Bern- 
stein and Thalberg options to pur- 
chase 250.000 shares of common s‘tock 
at $30 to $40 a share. The option was 
to exnire tn March, 1939. 

It is alleged the four exercised the 
option on a large block of the stock 
in 1937 at huve profit to themselves 
‘and without benefit to the corpora- 
tion or the stockholders.’ 

Epstein charges that the defendants 
also controlled the meeting of stock- 
holders at which the ‘personal ser- 
vice’ agreements were ratified on 
Jan, 25. It is claimed the salaries 
and bonuses granted by the azgree- 
ments were ‘excessive and unrea- 
sonable and constitu‘ed misuse, di- 
version and waste of the income of 
the corporation and its 178 subsidi- 
aries.” The complaint then points 
out that in December, 1936, the board 
of directors approved the ‘personal 


eo S?@rvice’ agreement and that Schenck, 


as president, issued a circular letter 
to the stockholders advising the lat- 
ter that the agreement would be 
beneficial to the corporation and the 
stockholders and advised the latter 
to okay it, which they did last week.

| FILMS BEHIND BROWNE? 


| With affairs in various other show 
| business unions In a tangle, the As- 
sociated Actors and Artistes of Amer- 
ica is harried on two distinct fronts 
One is the International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employees’ threat 
to seek jurisdiction over all workers 
in show business, including actors. 
Another is the continued wrangle 
within the ranks of the Four A's it- 
self. 

Besides its headaches in its own 
backyard and the stagehands'’ 
threat, the Four A’s also has several 
other vital matters on the fire. 
is the current negotiations between 
the American Federation of Radio 
Artists and the networks and ad- 
vertising agencies. 

Another is the American Guild of 
Musical Artists-Metropolitan Opera 
Co. huddles, which got under way 
last week. And, when it can clear 
up the matter of nitery and vaude 
jurisdiction, the Four A's will have 
one of its member groups involved 
in a drive to organize those fields. 

While no actual move is known to 
;have been made by George E. 
Browne, IATSE prez, to make good 
his threat of demanding the com- 
plete show business jurisdiction, such 
a bid has been and is expected 
daily. American Federation of 
Labor executive committee is meet- 
ing this week in Miami, and Browne 
has repeatedly stated he would make 
his demand during the session. 

William Bioff, Browne's right-hand 
man, is in New York, as is Pat 
Casey, labor contact for the Holly- 
wood studios. Which, of course, is 
more than mere coincidence. With 
the IATSE matter hanging fire, Ken- 
neth Thomson, Serecen Actors Guild 
exccutive-secretary and an influen- 
tial member of the Four A’s board, 
is remaining in New York. 

Since reaching Miami, Browne has 
said nothing publicly regarding his 
intention of seeking the vertical 
union setup for show business, with 
himself as the head. And when 
Browne does make such a move. 
William A. Green, A. F. L. prez, has 
promised other show biz union 
heads that no action will be taken 
without full hearings for all 
cerned.

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Autry Says Rep Using His Pix As 
Club on Exhibs; Defends Coin Demand 


Hollywood, Feb. 1. 

Prospects for an immediate heal- 
ing of the breach between Republic 
and its singing cowboy, Gene Autry, 
were dimmed by a telegram to L. A. 
film columnists, in which he pointed 
out that exhibitors along his per- 
sonal appearance route had _ con- 
vinced him that he was holding the 
short end of his current picture deal. 

Autry’s statement from Nashville 
read: 

‘My effort to get a salary 
from Republic has met with the 
statement from the studio that it 
didn’t get much money for my pic- 
tures despite the fact that box office 
reports have proven them to be lead- 
ers in the western field. It is known 
that my pictures are being used as 
a means to force exhibitors into buy- 
ing Republic product in order to get 
them and since I’ve been on this tour 
I've found that exhibitors are greatly 
discontented because of this pro- 
cedure. 

‘They have told me that they are 
more than willing to pay top money 
for my westerns if they aren't forced 
to buy dozens of pictures at fancy 
prices that they don’t even take the 
trouble to play. 

‘Republic, if it wants to make ad- 
justments with exhibitors, can get 
more money for my releases and still 
sell its other product at reasonable 
prices. This is the reaction I've 
found in talks with half a hundred 
exhibitors and I hope it will refute 
any attempts that I know have been 
made by the studio to persuade its 
exchanges -and Hollywood papers 
that my demands are unreasonable.’

Republic studio will not compro- 
mise its position with Autry. Herbert 
Yates, Republic president, currently 
looking over the lot, declared Autry 
will be allowed to buy his release 
from remaining three years of the 
contract if he so desires. Action will 
be predicated on apology from Au- 
try for statements he has given out 
in the course of his several weeks’ 
tour, particularly the one he wired 
Hollywood from Nashville last week. 





Autry Burned Up 
Nashville, Feb. 1. 

Gene Autry is plenty burned up 
with his producers, Republic Produc- 
tions, Inc., and intends to do some- 
thing about it. The singing cowboy 
is staying over in Nashville long 
enough to go to mat legally with 
Republic over a court injunction 
which kept him from filling personal 
appearance date at the Paramount 
theatre here last Thursday. 

The Tioga, Texas, troubadour says 
he intends ‘to fight, sue for damages, 
and ask cancellation of contract’ with 
Republic. His Nashville attorney, 
George H. Armistead, Jr., is in con- 
ference with star’s West Coast coun- 
sel, Sam Wolfe. Hearing probably 
will be set for early this week, 
Armistead says, in court of Chancel- 
lor R. B. C. Howell, who granted 
restraining order. 

Although Meyer Lavenstein, 
torney, and William Saal, 
secretary, representing Republic Pro- 
ductions, are said to have flown in 
here Friday before and could have 
saved the star and theatre embar- 
rassment, nothing was said about the 
injunction until it was slapped down 
on the day of the scheduled per- 
formances. Ads and even an advance 
review were running in the papers. 

The Paramount (1,980 capacity) 
had standees with hundreds stream- 
ing in by the time first stage show 
went on. While other acts were on, 
Autry came to theatre in costume 
hoping he would get word from the 
warring attorneys that he could pro- 
ceed with his act. 

J. L. Frank’s Golden West Cow- 
boys, with Texas Daisy, and Sarie 
and Sallie, from Radio Station 
WSM, stretched their acts twice their 
length and worked miracles in keep- 
ing the audience in a good humor. 
There wasn't even a howl when Mil- 
ton Estes, m.c. for the cowboys, 
Stepped forward to announce that 
due to ‘circumstances beyond his 
control’ Autry would not appear at 
first show but, they hoped, would be 
in for the second. 


As it was invited to do, the audi- 
ence sat through a second feature 
which Manager C. H. Amos had in 
his booth. 

Four hours the packed house 
waited, with hundreds ganging up 
behind the lobby ropes, while Autry 
was in feverish conference with his

He ranks first among 
western stars in the annual box of- 
fice audit, but he still is tied down 
by his contract to $5,000 a picture 
while Bill Boyd, No. 2 mustanger, 
vets $12,500 a picture; Buck Jones, 
No. 3, draws $16,000; and George 
O’Brien, who placed fifth, tops them 
all with $21,000.

“While this 
may not show up for 18 months to 
two years in their films, the produc- 
ing firms already are finding it dif- 
ficult to borrow money for adequate 
production as the franc continues to 
dip. 

As far as American companies are 
concerned, this weakness in French 
money is a real burden to taking 
income derived from pictures re- 
| leased in France. With the expensive 
| distribution layout in that country 
maintained by many companies and 
U. S. distributors suffering in the 
rate of exchange, the severity of 
the situation is magnified by the fact 
that France is one of the few Euro- 
pean countries from which it is cur- 
rently easy to import funds collected 
from film rentals. 

At one juncture foreign distribs in 
this country obtained a break, be- 
cause of the abrupt slump in the franc 
as compared with the dollar, this 
representing a real benefit between 
| the time actual commitments were 
made and the time payment was 
shipped to France. Now this is taken 
care of in protective stipulations by 
| French companies who realize the 
unstability of the frane currently.

Trouble is looming between exhibs 
and record transcription makers 
here. It’s a question of payment for 
the right of airing musical numbers 
in theatres minus orchestras, or used 
during sessions when pit boys are 
not working. In the main, however, 
payment question applies to nabe 
and stix exhibs whose shows carry 
no musicians. 

Couple of years ago the wax 
makers and the Motion Picture Ex- 
hibitors Assn. went into a huddle 
on the question of terms for record 
playing in theatres.

the MPEA as far back as Feb. 14. 
1936.

Then 
the pic is brought back four or five 
times additionally for various other 
prices of admission. 

Another inconvenience under this 
system is, if the exhibitor buys from 
almost every distributor, and five or 
six pictures become available for 
him in the same week, he may pick 
out three or four of the best, stick 
them all in one program and leave 
the others on the shelf. And only a 
very small percentage of the pictures 
left on the shelf are paid for. 

Change contemplated would oblige 
exhibitors to play their pictures con- 
secutively as many dates as they buy, 
and also limit them to two pictures 
on one program. Two pictures on 
one program have been the big prob- 
lem for American companies to get 
together, because the smaller com- 
panies fear that less pictures would 
be consumed that way.

Paramount's estimated consolidat- 
ed earnings for last year, virtually 


unchanged from 1936, was the first 
picture company to report its full 
1937 income. This financial summary, 
showing $6,030,000 consolidated earn- 
ings, along with Loew’s, Inc., quar- 
terly statement of $2,917,409 and 
Warner Bros.’ $1,685,599, also cover- 
ing the in the fiscal 
year, were reported last week. WB 
was about $400,000 lower than com- 
parable quarter in preceding year, 
and Loew’s was about $500,000 less. 

Par’s official estimate, after all 
charges, compares with $6,012,000 for 
year ended Jan. 2, 1937 (53 weeks) 
or an increase of $18,000. Figure for 
1936, however, included application 
of inventory reserve credit of $2,- 
000,000, provided by company as of 
Dec. 28, 1935. 

Paramount’s consolidated earnings 
of $6,030,000 did not include approx- 
imately $600,000, tabbed as the com- 
pany’s direct and indirect net inter- 
est as stockholder in combined un- 
distributed earnings in partially 
owned but not consolidated subsids. 

Par report listed common earn- 
ings as $1.96 per share after deduct- 
$1,186,092 in dividends accrued 
during year on both classes of pre- 
ferred stock. Computed per share 
earnings at $2.22 a common share 
when figured on aggregate after in- 
clusion of share in undistributed 
earnings of subsidiaries. 

Company showed a loss of $46,000 
in the fourth quarter ended Jan. 1, 
1938, as a result of combined esti- 
mated consolidated earnings and 
share of earnings of partially owned 
subsids. Par estimated consolidated 
earnings for this quarter at $754,000, 
after all charges, but before fizuring 
in dividends from non-consolidated 
subsidiaries, which were $800,000 in 
excess of Paramount’s direct and in- 
direct net interest as a stockholder 
in combined undistributed earnings. 
such excess representing a partial 
distribution of share of earnings of 
previous quarters. 

Paramount statement stated that 
the annual earnings estimated did 
not include the proceeds from set- 
tlement during 1937 of reorganiza- 
tion litigation totaling approximate- 
ly $1,650,000, nor $150,000 real estate 
profit. This was credited to general 
reserve, being listed as recurring in- 
come. 

Report did not list amount paid 
out as Federal surtax nor what por- 
tion of $4,843,908 listed as consoli- 
dated earnings, after paying pre- 
ferred dividends, was considered un- 
distributed profits and subject to 
Federal surtax. 

Loew's net profit for first quarter 
in its fiscal year amounting to %%,- 
917.409, compared with $3,457.973 for 
comparable 12 weeks ended Nov. 19. 
1936. Profit before depreciation and 
taxes amounted to $4,368,850, as 
against $5,039,020 in first quarter of 
preceding year. 

Per share earnings were listed as 
$21.34 a preferred share, against 
$25.29, and $1.69 per common share, 
against $2.14, Despite dip in earn- 
ings, Loew's will show more than 
$6 on common for fiscal year if 
present rate of income is maintained 
in subsequent three quarters. 

Warner Bros. report for 13 weeks 
ended Nov. 27, showing a net oper- 
ating profit of $1.685.599, was lower 
than the $2.047.936 reported in cor- 
respondine period in the nrecedin« 
vear. However, net vrofit before 
charges totaled $3,523,065.

Prime argument on the Four A’s 
of the question, however, re- 
mains the fact that the IATSE is 
without representation in the actor 
field. While the Four A’s has ad- 
mittedly done little more than scratch 
the surface of the actor field through- 
out the country, it has an estimated 
membership of between 25,000 and 
30,000, and it has enjoyed unchal- 
lenged jurisdiction in the field for 
nearly 20 years. 

Skull Practice 

Evidence of the seriousness with 
which Four A’s execs take the 
Browne threat is seen in the con- 
tinued presence of Thomson in New 
York. Also in the continued, lengthy 
huddles and _ strategy conferences 
among heads of the various Four A’s 
untons, 

With this sinister shadow lurking 
on the horizon, however, the Four 
A’s has been active with its own con- 
cerns, squabbles and business. Ques- 
tion of nitery and vaude chorus juris- 
diction, which was expected to be 
settled quickly last Friday (28), 
struck a snag and is now scheduled 
for disposal this Friday (4). 

It had apparently been in the bag 
for the American Federation of 
Actors to be awarded the jurisdic- 
tion, disputed by Chorus Equity 
Assn., a subordinate group to Actors 
Equity Assn. Thomson is known to 
have pushed the AFA claim against 
the bitter opposition of Equity and 
the mild resistance of AFRA. While 
most Four A's officials and even a 
few Chorus Equity execs admitted 
privately that the AFA claim was 
logical, personal reasons are believed 
to have held up the settlement. 

After first appearing before Equity 
council to argue the AFA claims, 
Thomson brought charges against 
Chorus Equity with the idea of ob- 
taining the ruling In favor of AFA. 
Friday's Four A’s session developed 
into a tense scrap, however, with 
the IATSE angle being injected 
briefly into the arguments. 

That occurred when Philip Loeb, 
brain-truster of the Equity forces 
and actively behind the Chorus 
Equity cause, accused Ralph White- 
head, AFA executive-secretary, of 
conspiring with the IATSE to bring 
pressure against the Four A’s, Charge 
was denied and at a_ session later 
that night Whitehead voted favor- 
ably on a resolution condemning the 
I[ATSE for demanding actor juris- 
diction, when and if such demand is 
made.

Trade papers generally held up as pretty good examples, such as Editor 
and Publisher, Women’s Wear, Iron Age, get down to trade facts, condi- 
tions and trends, and their function is not to gratify personal vanity nor 
to cover up blundering

Power limitations will put a 1 kw 
maximum on the educational trans- 
mitters that a large number of 
users can accommodated with 
the 25 frequencies Characteristics 
of the medium-high channels will 
insure intensive local coverage, with 
engineers declaring satisfactory sig- 
nals can be delivered to cities and 
small counties under favorable con- 
ditions. State-wide service cannot 
be expected except in unusual cases. 

Fitness test for applicants includes 
definite plans of operation. 
demonstrating they are non-profit 
groups, candidates must make a 
showing that the station will be used 
for the advancement of education. 
Transmitters may direct programs to 
specific schools for use in connec-

More Legit B. 0. Strike Threats 


Situation along Broadway, stirred 
up when the Theatrical Managers. 
Agents and Treasurers union became 
militant, is still unsettled. Early this 
week there were rumblings of an- 
other walkout of boxoffice staffs, al- 
though the status of the treasurers 
has virtually cleared up. Real rub 
is between TMAT and the New York 
Theatrical Press Agents, whe appear 
willing to enter the union if they can 
act on their own. Actors 
stagehands and other theatre untons 
have kept out of the contest, but 
TMAT was able to gain ground when 


getting the support of the teamste! 
union, which hauls settings and 


equipment. 

TMAT is composed of three fa - 
tions and the problem {fs to segregate 
company managers, press or advance 
agents and treasurers, yet have all 
three within the same union. Lat- 
ter’s leaders insist that is the way it 
must be, but the truce signed last 


week after a one-day walkout of the | 


boxoffice people, commits the man- 
agers only temporarily. Managers 
agree on recognizing TMAT so far 
as treasurers are concerned. 

Union negotiated with ILATSE last 
summer with the idea of joining the 
stagehands union on an autonomous 
basis. Whether TMAT is anxious for 
such a setup now is not clear, even 
among its leaders. George Browne, 
head of the IA, is reported stating 
his organization aimed to take in the 
front of the house, but with TMAT 
having the base charter from the 
A. F. of L. such a move would 
arouse another jurisdictional scrap 
unless TMAT is willing to be ab- 
sorbed. 


Reported that Browne seeks IA 
domination of the actor-artist unions 
within the Four A’s. That idea em- 
anated on the Coast several months 
ago and if IA proceeds along such 
lines an upheaval among stage 
unions would be precipitated. 

While TMAT and NYTPA are 
huddling over terms and conditions 
for fusing, there appears to be one 
outstanding difference. Union de- 
mands one man for each job, where- 
as the press agents’ group tops have 
handled several presentations at the 
same time, even though the shows 
are not under the same management. 
Claimed, however, that the matter 
can be adjusted. 


If the NYTPA_ goes into the 
TMAT union, the p.a. faction in the 
latter would be grouped with the 
incoming agents. Both sides sub- 
mitted lists. NYTPA said it was not 
familiar with the identities of the 
union agents except in a few in- 
stances because most are or were 
road men. TMAT said that went for 
30 out of the 60 names submitted by 
NYTPA so far as it was concerned. 


Basic agreement for submission to 
the managers is being worked out, 
a number of points in the original 
contract sought having been revised 
or entirely changed. Document will 
call for salaries starting the day the 
manager places people in jobs.

Actor, Anti-Censorship Groups 
Protest Ban on Coast WPA Plays 


Reported suppression by Col. 
Donald H. Connolly, WPA admin- 
istrator for Southern California, in 
federal theatres under his jurisdic- 
diction of all plays with a labor an- 
gle has resulted in queries and pro- 
tests to Harry Hopkins, national 
WPA administrator, by leading ac- 
tors unions, anti-censorship 
groups. 

Burgess Meredith, Equity head, 
and Henry Fonda both wired Hop- 
kins in Washington last week to ask 
for confirmation of Connolly's re- 
ported suppression of ‘Stevedore’ 
and ‘Judgment Day.’ Protests from 
the National Council on Freedom 
from Censorship also were sent to 
Hopkins and the American Civil 
Liberties Union advised Dr. Clinton 
J. Taft, chairman of the Southern 
California branch, of the reported 
action, 

Arts Union Conference in N. Y. 
on Monday (31) wired Aubrey Wil- 
liams and President Roosevelt pro- 
testing against Connolly's policy. 
Kenneth Thomson, executive-secre- 
tary of the Screen Actors Guild, 
wired his offices on the Coast to ob- 
tain all signatures possible at that 
end for a protest wire to Hopkins. 
I. B. Kornblum, Equity attorney on 
the Coast, is also looking into the 
matter. 

Col. Connolly, presently en route 
to Hawaii, is a regular army officer, 
whose jurisdiction was extended last 
month to include the four arts 
projects. Report that the plays had 
been suppressed grew out of an in- 
terview with Major L. S. Dillon, 
army officer and deputy WPA ad- 
ministrator, who admitted to a Los 
Angeles reporter that the plays had 
been suppressed and refused to di- 
vulge reasons for the action.

It is so fine, so emo- 
tionally uplifting that it will surely 
transcend the handicaps of _ its 
spiritual theme and mystical writing 
to have at least moderate commer- 
cial success. 

‘Shadow’ is by Paul Vincent Car- 


roll, an Irish schoolmaster who 1s 
said to have put some of his own 
experiences into the play. It was 


first produced several years ago by 
the Abbey Theatre in Dublin, Ever 
since the drama was first announced 
for production by Eddie Dowling, it 
was figured to be the foremost ar- 
tistic effort of the season. (Dowling’s 
last production, Maurice Evans’ 
‘King Richard II,’ also an artistic 
success, was likewise a _ boxoffice 


cleanup.) ‘Shadow’ was unfavorably 


received at its tryout debut in Pitts- 
burgh and, according to report, was 
almost abandoned at that time. It 
was polished to its present state ol 
perfection during the tour, however. 

In substance, ‘Shadow’ is simply 
the story of a devout servant girl 
caught in the struggle between the 
arrogant, sardonic Very Reverend 
Canon Skerritt and the village 
schoolmaster, passionate, headlong 
Dermot Francis O’Flingsley. Al- 
though the canon and the teacher 
hate each other, she loves them 
both. And although she is an igno- 
rant girl, she is wiser than both. In 
the end they both learn something 
of wisdom from her childlike, un- 
questioning faith. 


There are various other themes 
running through the play, all re- 
lated to the central idea and all 
bearing on the story. There is the | 


explosive book O’Flingsley has writ- 
ten anoymously, attacking the 
Catholic church in Ireland for its 
administration of the schools. There 
are the two blundering curates, the 
canon’s niece, the blathering local 
spinster and her muddleheaded 
nephew. 

But, essentially, ‘Shadow’ has very 
littte story in the usual sense of the 
word, although it has action that 
stirs the heart and gleaming insight 
that electrifies the mind. It is pri- 
marily a study of character; of the 
fiercely opposed characters of the 


coldly intellectual canon and the 
dynamic schoolmaster, and of the 
warm-hearted girl who ‘sees’ her 


beloved Saint Brigid. 

Peter Godfrey’s direction brings 
out the depth of the script and capi- 
talizes the incisive bite of the dialog, 
notably the two tense curtains of the 
last act. Entire performance under 
his hand moves with sure tempo 
and emphasis. In the playing, too, 
‘Shadow’ is unusually fortunate. Just 
as Broadway has needed a distin- 
guished dramatic piece, so several 
of the cast have long merited parts 
to test their talents. Sir Cedric 
Hardwicke is irresistibly convincing 
as the snobbish canon. He seems not 


only to personify the character he | 


plays, but his personality glows in 
the theatre.

New Erskine Caldwell show is not 
quite as bawdy as ‘Tobacco Road,’ 
but not as easy to take. It deals 
with the same kind of folk as does 


its first cousin, and is along the 
same lines, subjects in this case be- 
ing Georgia crackers. Though some 
may see a social document in this 
one, it’s only likely to interest the 
morbid or the curious. With a cast 
of 12, nut is low, but only extraordi- 
nary exploitation can save it from a 
quick trip to the warehouse. 

This one deals with the week-end 
activities of an itinerant preacher 
among southern poor whites, with 
Will Geer in the principal role of 
the lay parson. Characterizations 
are excellent, but the play cannot 
be classed as entertainment and it 
obviously has no picture interest. 
It is intensely unpleasant through- 
out. It’s strictly the Caldwell 
formula of stark realism about an- 
other set of poor, ignorant agricul- 
tural whites. 

Charlatan pastor arrives at Clay 
Horey’s farm and bullies an invita- 
tion from the latter. Proceeding ‘to 
make himself at home, he displays 
a fondness for corn likker, and a 
more than passing interest in all the 
women around the place. These in- 
clude not only his host’s past and 
present wives, but the colored help 
as well. After a profitable Satur- 
day. in the course of which Semon 
Dye has wrought havoc in Horey’s 
domestic life, won his’ wife's 
trinkets, his car, and to top it all 
his wife with a pair of gimmicked 
dice, he gives an exhibitionist 
mon in the local schoolhouse the 
next day. This scene is excitingly 
done with the congregation giving a 
good picture of what happens at a 
Holy Rollers’ meeting. Climax is the 
curtain, with Lorene, Horey’s first 
wife, trouncing Dye when his efforts 
to have her get religion are unavail- 
ing. Last scene has a weak ending 
after the lay parson leaves 
Horey’s car. 

Geer dominates the performance, 
just as does Jeeter Lester in ‘Tobacco 
Road.’ He gives a vivid and colorful 
impersonation of the vagrant minis- 
ter, which tends to become monvoto- 
nous, however, due to its 
length.

lies in addition of bright lines. What 
clever dialog there is, is just that— 
clever—but there’s hardly enough of 
it to carry three acts. Deficiency in 
writing leaves a capable cast grop- 
ing for something to do with their 
talents. 


| It's decidedly a woman’s play and 
will probably get a fair response 
from that quarter. For pix there's 
nothing, as plot is mainly concerned 
with adultery. It’s a broad slap at 


British nobility, from the morality 
angle, at least. 
It would seem that the author 


could have thought up a more orig- 
inal story over a seven-year period. 
It's the familiar plot of the faithful 
husband, about to be snared by a 
beguiling woman, who is brought to 
his senses by a wife wise enough to 
know what will happen when she 
virtually tosses him to the vamp. 
Everything runs true to form, in- 
cluding the sophisticated dialog be- 
tween the wife and the charmer. 

Johnny and Nancy are a happy 
couple, with moral standards on a 
higher plane than is adhered to by 
their circle of friends. Then Johnny 
thinks he is becoming bored and 
takes up with Liz, young matron who 
has wearied of her aging spouse. It’s 
all against Johnny’s better judgment 
and he tries to break off the affair by 
having Liz go on a tour. She agrees 
to go to South Africa, figuring the 
lure will be so great, through ab- 
sence, that Johnny will follow her 
and divorce Nancy. Johnny de- 
cides to go with her without telling 
Nancy, but when Liz learns tiat 
Nancy won't divorce Johnny, she 
loses enthusiasm in the idea. Nancy 
practically throws her husband at 
Liz and the natural reaction follows. 
Johnny calls off the trip with Liz, 
begs Nancy’s forgiveness and settles 
down again at his own fireside. 

Production is well cast, with Ina 
Claire offering more meat than her 
role carries. It is almost a waste of 
talent, the part being one that prac- 
tically any capable actress could 
| easily handle. Viola Keats is effec- 
tive as the homebreaking menace and 
Hugh Williams pleases as the jelly- 
fish husband who wavers between 
the two women. Excellent work is 
| turned in by Archibald Batty, John 
Williams, Eric Cowley, Austin Trevor 
and Marget Vyner. 

Miller’s staging is up to standard. 
He gets the play away to a fast start, 
losing little time after establishing 





characters. Pace of act one, how- 
ever, is not matched by following 
stanzas. Curtain lines are ineffectual 
and there isn’t a sock to a single sit- 
uation. Raymond Sovey’s drawing 
room setting is first rate, Bone.

Advancing of this amount means 
that the state is taking over all 
financial responsibilities of the 
houses. Last year only $600,000 was 
given to all of the national theatres. 
However, it has been evident for 
some time that the state would have 
to take some definite action of this 
sort or the houses would be forced 
to shutter. 

No choice has as yet been made 
for the administrator general. Among 
those who have been mentioned for 
the job are Edouard Bourdet, pres- 
ent manager of the Opera-Comique; 
M. Dornes of the National Economic 
Council who drew up first drafts of 
present law; Jacques Rouches, pres- 
ent director of the Opera; Jacques 
Ibert of the Villa Medicis, and Ro- 
land Marcel. 

Almost simultaneously with the 
passing of the new law, the Munici- 
pal Council reduced its 1938 sub- 
sidies to the national theatres. Ac- 
tually the theatres will not receive 
a straight subsidy but merely pur- 
chases of tickets for school children. 
These amount to $13,330 for the 
Opera and $6,600 for the Opera- 
Comique.

Frank Gillmore, president of the 
Associated Actors and Artistes of 
America said, ‘I think that a 6:30 
or 7 o'clock curtain, as well as a 
10 o’clock curtain, would be an ex- 
cellent idea in order to suit all 
classes of playgoers. I would like to 
see all theatres do it together, how- 
ever, as otherwise confusion would 
be inevitable.’ 

One manager, who preferred to re- 
main anonymous, expressed himself 
as opposed to late curtains for a 
number of reasons, For one, he said, 
the habitually tardy theatre-goers 
would be just as late for a 9:30 or 10 
o’clock curtain as for 8:30 or 8:40. 
They might even be later, he indi- 
cated, and they’d surely be more 
likely to be drunk; and according to 
his opinion, drunkenness among 
playgoers causes more annoyance 
than lateness, though they 
go together. 


And As For the Critics 


Second and distinct reason the 
manager is opposed to the later cur- 
tain idea is on account of the critics. 
Most reviewers feel the present 8:30- 
8:50 curtain already is too tough for 
those on the morning dailies, with a 
deadline around midnight or soon 
after, Moving the curtain back would 
make a morning-after review out of 
the question, the manager said. Re- 
minded that the critics comprise a 


| small minority of the premiere audi- 


ence (lateness is most noticeable and 
objectionable on first nights), 
manager replied that ‘we give 
shows for the critics and we might 
as well admit it.’
